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J. DOUGLAS FERGUSON AWARD 2001 GOES TO 
JEROME (JERRY) H. REMICK 


Canadian Association of Wooden Money 
Collectors member #R196, Jerry Remick, was 
presented with the J. Douglas Ferguson Award at 
the Canadian Numismatic Association convention 
banquet on July 28" in Quebec City, receiving a 


standing ovation. Other CAWMC members to Ron Greene (left) presented 
have previously received this award are Jim Jerry Remick with the prestigeous 

: J. Douglas Ferguson Medal. 
Charlton and Earl Salterio. 


Jerry is a Fellow of the Canadian Numismatic Association, 
the Ontario Numismatic Association, the Canadian Numismatic 
Research Society, the South African Numismatic Association, 
and the Royal Numismatic Society of Great Britain. He is a 
writer of over two thousand numismatic articles and has 
authored or co-authored nine books on various numismatic 
subjects. Indeed, he is a worthy and popular recipient. 


In his acceptance speech, Jerry thanked the members of the 
Board of Award “for the great honour you have given me”. He 
also thanked the eight numismatists who nominated him for the 
Award this year. He passed his Medal (shown here) and Citation 
around so “all can share it with me”. 


This prestigious award, Canada’s highest numismatic 
distinction, was introduced in 1969 by the late J. Douglas 
Ferguson to recognize an individual who, in the opinion of the 
Board of Award, has contributed the most to the advancement of 
numismatics in Canada in any manner and who has not previously received it. The award comes 
in the form of a 1 % inch Medal along with a framed Citation. The Medal, designed by Arnaldo 
Marchetti originally was struck in gold, up to 1978 weighing 1.2 troy ounces and after that year, 
0.75 troy ounces. Due to the high cost of gold in recent years, it is now minted by the Royal 
Canadian Mint in pure silver and then gold plated, showing a proof surface. The recipient's S 
name and the year he was awarded the Medal are engraved on the reverse. Jerry is the 33" 
numismatist to be so honoured. Congratulations Jerry on a well - deserved award. €
